The province needs to go “back to 
the drawing board” to alleviate over- 
crowding and congestion on the Kitch- 
ener GO line, Brampton’s mayor told 
Newstalk Sauga 960AM Friday.

sardines.” 

Commuters felt the pinch over the 
last week, with the lack of thr 4:50 
rush-hour train causing dangerous 
overcrowding. 

Videos showing the situation during 
the commute, with riders on the 
Brampton train packed into aisles and 
sitting on stairs, have become viral, 
prompting Transportation Minister 
Jeff Yurek to release a statement say-

ing that addtional train cars were 
being added to alleviate the issue. 

Brown, who met with passengers at 
the stations and rode the rush-hour 
train on Thursday, said that he needed 
to speak up for commuters, as it was 
something that couldn’t be ignored.

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Local MPPs announce gas tax funding 
for transit programs 


by Alex Gregory 


Mississauga is set to re- 
ceive more than $18 mil- 
lion in funding through 
the province’s gas tax pro- 
gram to improve public 
transit, the city’s MPPs 
said Tuesday afternoon in 
a news conference. 

Coming on the heels of a 
contentious back-and- 
forth involving passen- 
gers, city officials and 
Metrolinx representatives 
in Brampton over cut- 
backs to the Kitchener GO 
line, the funding an- 
nouncement is a major 
play from the province, 
which is investing a total 
of $364 million into public 
transit in 107 municipali- 
ties. 

Mississauga will get 
$18,745,558 in funding, 
while the Region of Peel 
will get an additional 
$774,606. 


“We are investing in 
public transit to make it a 
more convenient travel 
option and attract more 
riders,” said Minister of 
Transportation Jeff Yurek 
in a statement Tuesday. 
“More public transit will 
cut through gridlock and 
get people moving.” 

Yurek’s statements were 
echoed by Mississauga- 
Streetsville MPP Nina 
Tangri, who said _ the 
money the city is receiv- 
ing will help towards com- 
pletion of their five-year 
transportation service 
plan. 

“These improvements to 
MiWay, along with bus 
and rail service within the 
city provided by GO Tran- 
sit, will make transit a 
more reliable and attrac- 
tive option for com- 
muters, reducing 
congestion on the roads 


and highways we rely on,” 
said Tangri. 

Funding for the 
province’s gas tax pro- 
gram is determined by the 
number of litres of gaso- 
line sold in Ontario. 

The funding must be 
used towards public tran- 
sit operating or capital ex- 
penditures, including the 
addition of service routes, 
extended hours of service 
and accessibility, among 
other upgrades. 

The city is currently so- 
liciting feedback from the 
public on its transporta- 
tion master plan with a 
series of open houses and 
drop-in workshops being 
held through the end of 
the month. 

The provincial gas tax 
program will deliver long- 
term and stable funding 
for local infrastructure, 
said Mississauga-South 


MPP Rudy Cuzzetto. 
“(We want to) ensure 


that all Mississaugans 
have access to safe, effi- 
cient, and_ accessible 


transportation options,” 
Cuzzetto said. 

Last week, Brampton 
NDP MPPs including Sara 
Singh (Brampton Centre), 
Kevin Yarde (Brampton 
North) and  Gurratan 
Singh (Brampton East) re- 
leased a statement urging 
the province to restore 
rush-hour service for the 
Kitchener GO line. 

“Commuters from Kitch- 
ener, Waterloo and 
Brampton deserve better... 
we will also continue to 
fight for two-way, all-day 
GO service to these com- 
munities, which would ad- 
dress overcrowding, give 
commuters more options, 
and spark job creation,” 
said the joint statement.

Peel among municipalities called for regional review 


The former head of the 
Mississauga-Halton 
Health Integration Net- 
work (LHIN) has been 
picked as one of two spe- 
cial advisors by _ the 
province to lead a review 
of regional governments, 
according to an announce- 
ment made Tuesday 
evening. 

Michael Fenn, who 
worked with the LHIN and 
was a former CEO of 
Metrolinx, and Ken Seil- 
ing, the former Regional 
Chair of Waterloo, will ex- 
amine the province’s eight 
regional municipalities, 
including Peel, and make 
recommendations to im- 
prove services, decision- 
making processes and 
governance through con- 
sultations with stakehold- 
ers, politicians and local 
residents. 


The two advisors will re- 
port their findings to the 
Minister of Municipal Af- 
fairs and Housing, Steve 
Clark, at an unannounced 
time. 

"Our government com- 
mitted to improving the 
way regional government 
works and we will be look- 
ing at ways to make better 
use of taxpayers' dollars 
and make it easier for res- 
idents and businesses to 
access important munici- 
pal services," Clark said in 
a statement.. "(Fenn and 
Seiling) bring a wealth of 
experience that will help 
us examine if the way re- 
gions are governed is 
working for the people." 

In a news release dis- 
tributed Tuesday, the 


province said that the re- 
gional government model 
has been in place for al-

most 50 years in Ontario 
and that it would be tak- 
ing steps to ensure that re- 
gional governments are 
working efficiently and ef- 
fectively. 

Among some of the fac- 
tors to be considered by 
the advisors are possibili- 
ties to cut governmental 
red tape and save costs, 
make it easier for resi- 
dents and businesses to 
access municipal services, 
and deliver more efficient 
and effective services that 
save taxpayer money. 

Local mayors weighed in 
on the issue of single-ver- 
sus-double tier municipal 
governance Tuesday dur- 
ing a summit in Toronto, 
with Mississauga Mayor 
Bonnie Crombie suggest- 
ing that the city could op- 
erate under a single-tier 
system.

“T think there are ineffi- 
ciencies and duplication in 
two levels of government 
and we have proven in the 
past that Mississauga 
could realize up to $30 
million in savings should 
we control our own des- 
tiny and be a single tier,” 
Crombie told the Canadian 
Press Tuesday. 

NDP Finance Critic Jeff 
Burch also called the re- 
view a “pretext to impose 
amalgamation on munici- 
palities,” saying it is im- 
portant to respect the will 
of democratically elected 
local governments and 
work with them, not at- 
tempt to override their 
wishes and control their 
regions. 

Local residents and busi- 
nesses will be consulted 
about the review this 
spring.

Transportation Minister 
Jeff Yurek previously an- 
nounced that the Kitchener 
line would receive one ad- 
ditional train each week- 
day morning and weekday 
evening, which came into 
effect on Jan. 7. However, a 
reduction from 12 to 10 
cars and conversion of the 
train from an express to an 
all-stop route has caused 


widespread complaints 
from customers, said 
Brown. 


Yurek announced Friday 
that two additional train 
cars were being added to 
the 5:02 and 5:27 to add 
600 additional spaces. "We 
are listening to transit 
users and acting quickly to 
ease crowding," he said. 

The situation on the 
Brampton GO line also 
prompted local NDP MPPs 
to release a joint statement 
criticizing the province's 
actions, calling on Premier 
Doug Ford to address the 
problem and reinstate the 


4:50 rush-hour train. 

"Commuters from 
(Brampton) deserve bet- 
ter," said the statement, 
which was endorsed by 
Kevin Yarde (Brampton 
North), Gurratan Singh 
(Brampton East) and Sara 
Singh (Brampton Centre) 
among others. "We will 
also continue to fight for 
two-way, all-day GO serv- 
ice to these communities, 
which would address over- 
crowding, give commuters 
more options, and spark 
job creation.” 

Brown told Sauga 960AM 
that he felt he owed it to 
local commuters to see the 
situation first-hand and 
address it, despite it not 
being under his remit as 
mayor. 

“Anything that affects 
Brampton residents, I’ll go 
to bat for,’ said Brown, 
mentioning that he will 
also speak up about the 
issue of overcrowding at 
local hospitals in the city. 


Long-running Brampton construction lawsuit comes to 


a close

The long-running law- 
suit against the City of 
Brampton launched by a 
local developer has ended. 

Last Friday, Ontario Su- 
peruior Court Justice John 
R. Sproat dismissed the 
lawsuit by Inzola Group 
Limited and its owner John 
Cutruzzola that alleged 
city staff and former 
Mayor Susan Fennell were 
biased against him and his 
company during the 2009 
City Hall West Tower con- 
tract tendering process. 

The trial, which began in 
September in Orangeville 
court and saw more than 
20,000 documents pass 
through Sprout’s hands, 
centered around the use of 
a confidentiality agree- 
ment which was part of 
the “competitive dialogue 
process”, and which 
Cutruzzola refused to sign, 
citing it was “unreason- 
able secrecy”. 

Inzola subsequently 
launched a $28.5 million 
lawsuit against the city, al- 
leging that Fennell and 
former chief administra- 
tive officer | Deborah 
Dubenofsky had unfairly 


disqualified him. Prior to 
the trial, the city sought to 
have the case dismissed in 
2016. 

The city originally said at 
the time that Inzola was 
disqualified because it 
went against the rules of 
the contract by talking di- 
rectly with Council mem- 
bers. Dominus 


Construction subsequently 


won the contract for the 
development. 

In his decision, Sprout 
Sproat wrote that he didn’t 
see bias from either Fen- 
nell, Dubenofsky or other 
members of the city’s 
steering committee, and 
that he didn’t agree with 
the construction firm’s 
claims that, had it been al- 
lowed to remain through

the selection process, it 
would have presented the 
best chance of securing the 
contract. 

The city said in a state- 
ment that it was pleased 
with the result of the trial, 

“The City’s procurement 
process and the conduct of 
the RFP were upheld and 
found to have been under- 
taken fairly and in good

faith,” the statement read. 
“The City is committed 
to the integrity of its pro- 
curement process, one that 
satisfies the City’s eco- 
nomic and functional in- 
terest and is open and 
transparent to bidders.

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Rememberin

The radio world was rocked 
to the core last week when 
long-time 1050 CHUM morn- 
ing man Brian Henderson 
passed away. 

“Henny,” as he was known 
on and off the air lived life 
large. He had preceded my at 
CHUM chain station CJCH, 
Halifax. The stories were leg- 
endary. 

At CHUM, he'd started as 
the sports guy. But eventually 
he moved over to the host 
chair, where he stayed for 
many eventful years. 

Again, Henny lived life 
large at CHUM. In that day, it 
involved a lot of drinking and 
partying. 

Henny was known for his 
great talent, his hard work - 
and a laugh like no other. 

Eventually, the party life- 
syle caught up with him. One 
Monday after a Superbowl, 
Henny didn't show for work 
— which had been happening 
more and more. 

Partway through the morn- 
ing, he ended up staggering 
into the CHUM FM studio 
while Roger Ashby was on- 
the-air. It wasn't good. 

That was_ rock bottom. 
After that, Henny got help. 

There were many of us 
CHUMMERs who worried 
about Henny's very survival. 
He kicked the habit, though, 
and when he passed last 


week, he was 73. An age that 
many of us figured he'd never 
reach. 

Henny was public about his 
addiction problem, but even 
more so was my friend Mark 
Elliot. Mark had reverted in 
more recent years to his legal 
name - Nils. 

I first heard about Mark in 
my early days in radio. There 
was this guy at the CHUM 
station in Ottawa, CFRA, who 
had quit - on-air. Mark never 
did anything by half meas- 
ures. 

It would be years later that 
I would finally meet Mark. He 
was at NewsTalk 1010 by this 
point and was fulling im- 
mersed in his landmark ad- 
diction radio show, People 
Helping People. 

I reached out to Mark after 
my own sister, Terri, had died 
of an Oxycontin overdose at 
the age of 47 in 2008. I found 
out that Terri had been abus- 
ing Oxy the day after she 
died. 

I'm a former firefighter. 
Firefighters make miracles 
happen. 

Yet, here was my own sister 
— dead - and I knew nothing 
about what had led up to her 
death. I felt incredibly guilty 
and responsible. 

Through Mark, I was intro- 
duced to a group run through 
the Habitude Addiction and 


Wellness Centre in Hamilton 
and Burlington. It was in this 
group, which Mark played a 
key role in at one point, that I 
learned that I had to stop 
beating myself up and hold- 
ing myself responsible. 

It was through these people 
that Mark introduced me to 
that I learned that addicts 
chose their own paths. 

I also learned that nobody 
can be “saved,” until they're 
ready for help. 

Terri never reached out for 
help. Her “rock-bottom” was 
death. 

I think of Mark - and 
Henny - and the courage it 
took to go public with their 
demons. Still today, far too 
many of us think of addic- 


tions as flaws in character or 
failings of the person. 

The fact is that we're all 
vulnerable. All it takes is the 
right combination of circum- 
stances to tip us. 

It was through involvement 
with these groups that I 
started to think more and 
more about some pressing 
social issues. 

For example - addictions 
are a huge part of poverty 
and homelessness which 
hides in plain sight in Peel 
Region. 

Part of the vicious cycle of 
poverty and homelessness 
centres on the fact that reha- 
bilitation is out of reach to 
most people without several 
tens of thousands to pay fora

program. 

I can remember Mark 
telling me with disgust that 
there were something like 10- 
12 funded beds in the Toronto 
area for those without the 
wherewithal to pay for a pri- 
vate program. 

I think now to my own po- 
litical involvement over the 
past year - running for coun- 
cil and what-not. And I have 
to acknowledge - Mark in- 
spired me a lot in that! 

I am very proud to be con- 
sidered the only candidate in 
Peel Region who keyed in on 
the issues of poverty, home- 
lessness and the opiate crisis. 
And Mark got that going. 

At first, I wondered about 
doing training as a drug 
councillor. I wanted to key-in 
on the forgotten element of 
addictions - the family of the 
person living with addiction. 
As I thought more about it, I 
considered the social condi- 
tions that can fuel addictions. 
And I moved up the policy 
chain to focus on public pol- 
icy respecting addictions. 

I now focus on the big pic- 
ture items where we can do 
better as a society that fuel 
emergencies, like the opiate 
crisis. 

You know - It's only now 
that I put all this together. I'm 
experiencing one of those 
moments we all do after

someone has passed - where 
I wish I'd told Mark all this. 

We hadn't spoken much in 
the past few years. Mark had 
moved away to Niagara after 
some financial issues in his 
life and talk among friends of 
some personal problems. 
Maybe a recurring addiction 
issue. 

I know one thing for sure - 
Mark is being hailed as an 
“Iconic broadcaster and hu- 
manitarian.” He'd have ac- 
cepted the broadcaster part. 
He knew the part he had 
played in Canadian radio, but 
I bet to be called a “humani- 
tarian” would surprise, shock 
and please him. I can see him 
smiling at the idea, now. 

Mark was 65 years old 
when he passed last week. 

Brian Henderson. Mark El- 
liot. Such as these may never 
pass this way again. 

Fine men. Flawed, by some 
measures, to be sure. But 
both having left the world a 
better place for their short 
stay here. 

For those of us who re- 
member these fine gentle- 
men - we'll remember them 
with a smile and gratitude for 
all they left us with. 

I am redoubled in my ef- 
forts to make changes in 
what I see as the crazy-wheel 
of public policy that does 
nothing to end addiction.

“(We’re) supporting 
the Peel Multicultural 
Council in providing 
newcomers and other 
disadvantaged groups 
with training in funda- 
mental digital skills." 

The program will ben- 
efit approximately 1,800 
participants at the multi- 
cultural council’s centres 
in Brampton and Missis- 
sauga, with a focus on 
aiding individuals who 
never completed high 
school, low-income indi- 
viduals, newcomers and 
seniors. 

The need to promote 
digital literacy is a key

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New Year’s Levees vs. Budget Levies

Since the region rang in 
2019 two weeks ago, the first 
big event was a time-hon- 
oured tradition that saw heads 
of state at every level open 
government doors to welcome 
the public in - the annual New 
Year's Levee. 

The word levee comes from 
the French verb “lever,” which 
means "to rise". The term 
refers to the practice of early 
Canadians who rose on the 
first day of the year to pay 
their respects to the master of 
the fort or government repre- 
sentative. 

Brampton Mayor Patrick 
Brown and _ Mississauga 
Mayor Bonnie Crombie kept 
up with tradition this past 
weekend. 

As is the custom, a splendid 
display of ceremony began 
with a procession of bagpipes. 
A Town Crier clanged a 
mighty bell and made his 
Proclamation ahead of the 
dignitaries' address. 

On Saturday, Brown put a 
focus on local business as the 
lifeblood of Brampton. "Coun- 
cil is united and working to- 
gether... we are very 
optimistic for 2019," he said. 

In her fifth Levee held on 
Sunday, Crombie commended 
her team of Councillors and 
city staff, and drew comments 
from her own experience. 

"During my time in office, 
i ————— a ——— n = 


one thing has become crystal 
clear," she said. "Only by 
working together will we 
move Mississauga forward, 
towards a bright and promis- 
ing future." 

"We don’t build higher 
walls, we build longer tables." 

As an example, Mayor 
Crombie spoke about Nabil, a 
new Canadian from Syria. 
Nabil's thriving restaurant, 
Roman Zaman, is providing 
jobs and social connections 
that help get more newcomers 
established in their chosen 
country more quickly. 

As a counterpoint, Crombie 
noted that the hollowing out 
of the middle class in Missis- 
sauga has left 15 per cent of 
the population struggling in 
poverty. In 2018, the Mayor's 
Food Drive raised record food 
and cash contributions to 
cover an unprecedented 
200,000 visits. Over the past 
four years, a total of $1 million 
cash and 1 million pounds of 
food have been collected. 

Crombie challenged resi- 
dents to continue to be gener- 
ous year-round and commit 
random acts of kindness that 
can make a big difference in 
making the lives of others bet- 
ter. 

Unfortunately, Sunday’s lev- 
ees gave way to Monday ‘s toil 
on budget levies. Missis- 


sauga's aspirational hallmark 


qualities will be sorely tested 
this year, in both the regional 
and city budgets. 

The largest budget items at 
the city level are Fire and 
Emergency Medical Services. 
Corresponding budget pres- 
sure at Peel Region is tallied 
up by costs of Peel Police Serv- 
ices and Ontario Provincial 
Police. 

In Brampton and Missis- 
sauga, the community needs 
cohesion where neighbours 
can become friends. Acts of 
kindness promotes health and 
well-being that reduces de- 
pendence on expensive emer- 
gency services, and can also 
reduce levels of crime. 

Crime Prevention is much 
cheaper than longer term cash 
costs of arrest, courts and in- 
carceration, to say nothing of 
the added personal burdens to 
families connected to the 
crime-involved: direct pain 
and suffering; stigma and iso- 
lation; endless entanglement 
without relief. 

In September, Peel Region 
adopted a Community Safety 
and Well-Being Plan designed 
with regional policing, and 
city fire and emergency serv- 
ices to deliver five existing 
component program that ad- 
dress addictions, mental 
health dysfunction, poverty, 
affordable housing and pro- 


gramming for at-risk youth. 


Where necessary, adaptive 
targeted program delivery to 
those most at risk is collabo- 
rated with public school 
boards and service agencies. 
Such program investments 
deliver change for the better, 
often with extra hands and 
kind hearts provided by vol- 
unteers. 

Directing tax levies to fund 
budgets that mitigate future 
costs and risks is the same 
mindset as the one used by 
regular folk when they pay in- 
surance premiums. 

Such tax levies that put vol- 
unteers on public transit to 
ensure they get to their desti- 
nation is one approach munic- 
ipalities can take to leverage 
results and mitigate cost pres- 


sures on regional budgets. 

Regional resources for safer 
neighbourhoods, community 
health and vibrant schools are 
beyond the purview of the city 
to direct. 

Nonetheless, without these 
core quality-of-life amenities, 
the micropreneur sole propri- 
etorships which comprise up- 
wards of 65per cent of 
Mississauga and Brampton 
business will lack stability for 
family and social connection 
that frees them up to generate 
revenue. 

In taking in a presentation 
on the 2019 Peel Region 
budget, I was shocked to learn 
that Staff assumptions to pre- 
pare the budget do not incor- 
porate the evident drift from 


funding and shift in priorities 
headlined for months by the 
newly-elected Ontario gov- 
ernment. 

City residents and _busi- 
nesses have no appetite for 
the program funding gap to be 
bridged with property tax. In 
the case of seniors, many on 
fixed income are already 
maxed out to pay tax in neigh- 
bourhoods in which they con- 
tributed to build the wealth. 

Here's hoping that the staff 
coining our 2019 municipal 
budgets will pay respect, in a 
call to action for generosity, 
kindness and fairness... to give 
back to volunteers and seniors 
at the public transit fare box. 
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Canada’s toxic, deteriorating foreign relations in dire 
need of a reset

Rarely, if ever, has Canada’s 
peacetime relations with so 
many of the world’s countries 
and their people been so badly 
mishandled. It has left us 
weakened, bruised, and iso- 
lated on the world stage. 

All this has happened under 
the leadership of a PM who an- 
nounced three years ago, 
‘Canada was back,’ after a long 
sad stretch under mean old 
Stephen Harper. 

It hasn’t worked out that 
way, not by a long shot. 

Whether due to PM Justin 
Trudeau’s ham-fisted insis- 
tence on lecturing others about 
gender equity, showering 
praise on deceased despots, or 
accusing key allies of trying to 
push us around, Canada’s 
standing in the world has taken 
a severe beating and is in dire 
need of a reset. 

Worse yet is the sense our 
foreign relations are continuing 
to deteriorate with every new 
international misstep. 

The worsening situation with 
China over the arrest of 
Huawei CFO Meng Wanzhou is 
not of Trudeau’s making given 
she was picked up at the re- 
quest of the United States on 
suspicions she was involved in 
violating sanctions against 
Iran. 

China was always going to be 
angry with us over her arrest, 


regardless of who was PM. The 
problem is, and this is where 
Trudeau should be held to ac- 
count; was our already frosty 
relations with the Trump ad- 
ministration and the PM’s in- 
ability to win strong support 
from our British and European 
allies on this matter. 

No one seems willing to 
stand with Canada on this mat- 
ter. We are diplomatically 
weak and the Chinese can 
smell it on us. 

Things were going sideways 
with the Chinese and other 
countries even before the ar- 
rest of Meng Wanzhou in Van- 
couver. 

Trudeau’s attempt to push 
for trade deals with both China 
and India failed in part over his 
ham-fisted attempt to inject 
gender equity and environ- 
mental considerations into ne- 
gotiations. 

His visit to India last Febru- 
ary aimed at strengthening 
India-Canada relations turned 
out to be an international fi- 
asco resulting in a further 
frosting of relations between 
our two countries. He’s been 
laughed off in the world's two 
most populous countries as an 
unserious, virtue-signaling, 
buffoon. 

Trudeau was snubbed by In- 
dian Prime Minister Modi dur- 
ing his visit to that country. 


Contrast that with the recent 
well-received visit to India by 
former Prime Minister Harper 
Jan. 8 when he met with Prime 
Minister Modi to talk about the 
state of India~-Canada relations 
and global cooperation. 

It must be painfully clear, 
even to Trudeau’s supporters, 
our international relations 
have nosedived under the lead- 
ership of the current PM. 

Whereas Harper has _ re- 
mained respected, Trudeau is 
not and it reflects badly on the 
country as a whole. 

Our inability to maintain 
supportive relationships with 
our traditional allies has hurt 
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us. That is the fault of this PM 
who unnecessarily damaged 
our relations with the Trump 
administration at the G-7 sum- 
mit last June. 

We would’ve been far better 
positioned in our dispute with 
China, if the Americans, Ger- 
mans, French etc. were solidly 
in our corner and it is painfully 
evident they are not. Trudeau 
is not seen as a serious person 
with any real gravitas. 

He’s been dismissed as a 
poseur, an amateur, a kid play- 
ing an adult game. I don’t 
blame any other world leader 
for declining to put his or her 
neck out for this PM. 


The lack of support is clearly 
eating away at him. Consider 
Trudeau’s statement after the 
Chinese imposed the death 
sentence on Canadian Robert 
Schellenberg over a drug con- 
viction. 

“It is of extreme concern to 
us as a government, as it 
should be, to all our interna- 
tional friends and allies that 
China has chosen to begin to 
arbitrarily apply the death 
penalty as it is in this case fac- 
ing a Canadian. “ 

Notice he ddn’t say the world 
stands with Canada on this 
matter. That support has been 
lukewarm at best. 

The words, “as it should be 
to all our international friends 
and allies,” is a dog whistle to 
other western democracies in- 
cluding our traditional allies to 
get onside and stand with 
Canada. That they have not 
done so to any real degree is a 
sure sign Canada has failed 
miserably to foster relations 
with our friends, particularly 
the Americans whom we would 
normally count on to stand up 
for us in situations like this. 

The Chinese know we are 
weak diplomatically. That’s 
why they have no qualms about 
slapping us around just like the 
Saudis did. 

China responded disdainfully 
to Trudeau’s latest comments 


about the “arbitrary imposition 
of the death penalty,” telling 
Ottawa to “stop making such 
irresponsible remarks” adding, 
“the remarks by the relevant 
Canadian person lack the most 
basic awareness of the legal 
system.” 

Our PM is the “relevant 
Canadian person,” who shall 
remain nameless. Does one 
have to draw stick figures to 
show what little respect the 
world has for this PM? 

The sad part is a Canadian 
has been sentenced to die in 
China over drug offences. One 
can’t help but wonder if our 
sour relations with so many 
countries including China un- 
dermined Schellenberg’s 
prospects of getting fair and 
reasonable treatment. 

Lousy diplomacy costs lives. 
This is why we desperately 
need an adult managing our 
foreign relations. 

While general elections are 
not normally decided on our 
ability to forge a respectable 
place on the world stage and 
get along with others, 

Canadians should put this 
government’s tone-deaf man- 
aging of foreign relations 
squarely on the ballot in next 
fall’s election whether his lib- 
eral media toadies give him a 
pass or not.

tree seedling program 


Credit Valley Conserva- 
tion will once again be of- 
fering their annual Tree 
Seedling Program for 2019, 
allowing residents to enjoy 
the benefits of growing 
their own unique trees (or 
forest) with unique vari- 
eties. 

The conservation group 
will be offering two pro- 
grams, for tree seedlings 
and_ potted pene for 
landowners who have at 
least two acres of available 
land on their property. 

The seedling program re- 
quires that participants 
purchase at least 1,500 
seedlings for their property, 
while the potted plan pro- 
gram requires a minimum 
of 100 purchased plants. 
Both programs will also 
offer subsidies for eligible 
properties, for up to 90 per 
cent of the total cost of the 
trees and planting. 

Free site visits are also 


available for landowners 
through CVC, and some 
homeowners may be eligi- 
ble for further tax reduc- 
tions through the Managed 
Forest Tax Incentive Pro- 
gram. 

More than six million 
trees have been planted 
along the Credit River wa- 
tershed since the seedling 
program opened, said 
CVC’s territorial restoration 
manager, Rod Krick. 

“Planting trees on your 
own can be a daunting and 
expensive task,” said Krick. 
who explained that CVC 
helps advise and provide 
forest management services 
so residents can keep their 
trees healthy and grow 
them into beautiful forests.
